Upon tho strength of
these indications Mr. K, commenced the stu-
pendous work of sinking a shaft 7.i feet by 15,
out of which he has lifted more than iftfitt)
feet of solid rock, over 3000 feet of earth, and
an unlimited amount of water. We visited
the shaft by invitation on Thursday, and de-

scended to the lower vein. We made a critical
examination of its thickness the quality of coal
and derived such other information as we
could from the miners themselves, relative to
the practicability of mining advantageously
from such a vein: From our inquiries and
observations we were enabled to deduce the
following conclusions which we have no doubt
will be realized by the future progress of the
work.

1st. That the mines contain as
good and workable a vein of coal as any
mines on the Iower Ohio.

2d. That the quality of coal is at least
espial, and lielievcd by those who have test-
ed it by burning, to lc superior to the produc-
tions of any mines yet worked lielow the
Falls tf the Ohio, or elsewhere in the so-call- ed

Illinois Coal Basin.
.Id. The location of the mines is such, that

coal can be delivered in boats tqion the river
at less expense- than at any other point, and
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man, wo can now speak with conhdence.
The developments of the last few days
amount to nothing less than actual demonsta-tio-n.

A. New National Holiday. A commit
tee apiointcd by the Pennsylvania Hidtorical
Society has submitted-t- that cwciety an auie
rcwrt "recommending the celebration of the
anniversary of the adoption of the Constitu-
tion of the United States as a National Festi
val by the Amerfcau people. The report
suggests tne anniversary 01 tis iormai raunca-tio- n

bvthe Convention, sitting in this city,
which took place September 17th, 1787, as
the proper time for its celebration, as Wash-
ington, who presided over the deliberations
recommended it to the peoplo in a communi
cation signed on that day. In urging this ad
dition to the national holidays, the report
urges that our national festivals are only two
in number, and the addition of a third can be
made without impairing the value and effica
cy of the others. The report concludes as fol
lows :

"The Constitution of the United State is
literally to the States as a pillar of cloud by
day arid a pillar of fire by night. It is their
safeguard in prosperity, their refuge in adver-
sity. It secures to them the rights of con-

science and republican government, peace
at home ami security from external danger.

Its suterintendiiig eye guards commercial
intercourse among the States and with foreign
countries, and looks abroad to command hon-

or in the remotest corners of the earth. Un-

like other frame-work- s of government,
changes can be made under the instrument
itself, without revolutionary violence. With-
out it, where are the efficiency of collected
numbers, the power of extended empire, the
glory of a common renown ? With these,
added to the keen sense, the cultivated intel-
ligence, the moral virtue impressed upon our
people by the conditions of their society, what
can prevent this government from controlling
the destinies of the world ? But strike away
the bulwark of the Constitution and the
chimps of the Union are broken, the glorious
memories of a common .struggle are lost, the
lioast of a proud nationality ceases, and all
the high hopes it fostered are dissipated and
forgotten."

. The Ki'ssiax Commander-in-Chie- f.

Prince Gortschakoff, appointed by the Km-pei- or

Nicholas commander-in-chi-ef of the
Crimean army, in the place of MenschikofT, is
general of artillery and inspector of the corps of
engineers. He was born in 1794, received his
militiry education in St Petersburg, and enter-
ed the army towards the end of the struggle
against Najwdeon I. When, in 1828, the Rns-sia- n

armv had ltcen unsuccessful against the
Turks, Nicholas recalled its officers, and Gort-schako- ff

was among those selected from the
Guards to replace them. He was ordered to
the corr of Krasofsky, who directed the seige
of SilLstria, received the command of a bat-
tery, and distinguished himself as a brave
soldier. For his brilliant services during the
Polish Revolution, tho Emperor made him
Lieutenant General. He is distinguished as
an officer of artillery, but since the break irg
out of the present war he has not been very
successful, and for his reverses at Kalafat and
Oltenitza, he was superseded about a year ago
by Paskiewitch. After the latter had been
wounded, Gortschakoff, on the 9th of June,
again obtained the command, and, with his
troops, recrosscd the Danube.

Discovery of a Petrified Body. Tn
body of a man entirely petrified was found a
few days since in removing the bodies from
the old grave yard, in Race street, between
Fifteenth and Sixteenth.
